Starting the 66/1 outsider of a field of eight, he 
made a few jumping mistakes to finish sixth. "He 
learned a lot from the race which is the main thing, 
and although he made a few mistakes the race did 
him the power of good." 

Power Lord did well on his track debut, finishing 
fifth in the Free Bets At gg.com Novices' Hurdle at 
Towcester on the same day. 

In very sticky ground the three-year-old ridden by 
Nathan Sweeney allowed the field to get away, but 
got back into it with some good jumping and was 
staying on at the end. 

"It was a promising debut," said Buckler. "He 
jumped pretty well but for one hurdle and was stay¬ 
ing on at the end, so we are quite hopeful."
